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1 . Upon further review, claim 30 is drawn to the elected invention. Roller 234 is 
disclosed as being horizontally movable. Thus, the advisory action mailed 13 July 05 is 
hereby withdrawn and the amendment received 1 1 May 05 has been entered. Since 
the final rejection mailed 1 8 January 05 did not optimally reject claim 30, this final 
rejection is withdrawn and prosecution was briefly re-opened, the result of which is the 
Examiner's Amendment below to place the case in condition for allowance.
